Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Twelfth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  your  district  for 
the  year  1911. 

AREA  AND  POPULATION.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  last  ten 
years  the  population  of  the  whole  township  has  increased  1,157. 
Clifton  shows  a decrease  of  204,  and  Barton  Moss  of  26. 
Flixton  shows  an  increase  of  1,189,  and  Davyhulme  of  198. 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  211, 
or  3 less  than  the  previous  year ; and  the  birth-rate  was  227 
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per  1,000  population.  The  average  birth-rate  for  the  previou.s 
five  years  was  24.  The  birth-rate  of  227  is  about  the  average  for 
rural  districts  in  the  County  of  Lancaster.

The  male  births,  as  usual,  are  in  excess  of  female  births. 
Clifton  has  the  highest  birth-rate  of  any  township  in  your 
district. 

To  the  total  of  208  births,  three  must  be  added.  These 
births  have  been  transferred  to  your  district  by  the  Registrar 
General,  and  this  makes  211  births,  with  a birth-rate  of  227. 
Three  illegitimate  births  were  registered  during  the  year. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  128, 
or  25  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  death-rate  for  the 
year  was  13 '8  per  thousand  living,  as  compared  with  10 '9  last 
year.  Included  in  the  deaths  are  15,  which  have  been 
transferred ; these  are  deaths  of  residents  not  registered  in  the 
district.  The  death-rate  is  higher  than  usual,  and  is  due  to 
an  increase  in  the  deaths  from  diarrhoea,  pulmonary  phthisis, 
and  other  tuberculous  diseases,  and  those  classified  as  other 


causes.

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

Twenty  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  were 
registered;  giving  a death-rate  for  children  under  one  year  of 
age  of  94  to  1,000  births,  as  compared  witli  117  for  the  County 
of  Lancaster.  The  infant  mortality  is  satisfactory,  and  is  lower 
than  last  year. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  from  all 
causes  : the  seven  principal  infectious  diseases,  viz.,  small-pox, 
measles,  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough,  diphtheria  and 
membranous  croup,  “ fever,  and  diarrhoea , liom  phthisis 
and  from  respiratory  diseases : —

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liespiratory  diseases,  comprising  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  and 
pleurisy  gave  rise  to  18  deaths,  against  20  in  1910,  22  in  1909, 
and  18  in  1908.  Phthisis  gave  rise  to  6 deaths,  with  a death- 
rate  of  ’6,  against  '4  in  1910,  '5  in  1909,  and  ‘4  in  1908. 

Diarrhoea  caused  12  deaths,  1 in  Barton  Moss,  1 in 
Davyhulme,  5 in  Flixton,  and  5 in  Clifton.  In  1910  there 
were  only  3 deaths  from  diarrhoea.  For  the  prevention  of 
diarrhoea,  the  measures  taken  have  been  strict : attention  to 
scavenging,  and  to  the  prevention  of  accumulations  of  filth  and 
decaying  vegetable  refuse,  &c. 

The  ashpits  in  Flixton,  and  the  most  thickly-populated 
parts  of  Davyhulme,  have  been  emptied  during  the  night  time, 
and  more  frequently  than  usual. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  new  cases  of  infectious  diseases  that  have  been  notified 
during  the  year  are  shown  in  Table  II. 

Forty-five  cases  have  been  notified  during  the  year,  against 
115  in  1910,  89  in  1909,  and  42  in  1908. 

The  death-rate  from  the  seven  principal  infectious  diseases 
was  1'6,  against  1’9  in  1910,  ’5  in  1909,  and  1’2  in  1908. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  both  in  Clifton, 
and  both  proved  fatal.  The  source  of  origin  of  the  first  case 
could  not  be  traced.  The  second  case  was  that  of  a man  who 
gained  his  living  by  going  about  the  country  to  various  tips  and 
picking  up  glass,  &c.,  and  this  was  no  doubt  the  cause  of  the 
disease. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  notifications  was  22,  against 
84  in  1910,  66  in  1909,  and  19  in  1908. 

In  Clifton,  only  one  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  and 
tliat  was  a doubtful  case. 
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In  Flixton,  18  cases  were  notified.  Some  of  the  cases  were 
contracted  outside  the  district,  and  one  was  a return  case. 

Diphtheria. 

Ten  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  against  24  in  1910, 
9 in  1909,  and  7 in  1908. 

All  the  cases  occurred  in  Flixton.  In  one  house  were  three 
cases,  and  the  origin  of  the  disease  was  traced  to  the  father  s 
occupation.  He  was  a painter  and  decorator,  whose  occupation 
necessitated  him  having  to  strip  the  walls  of  a house  where  a 
case  of  diphtheria  had  occurred.  He  came  home  after  this  and 
nursed  his  child,  who  contracted  the  disease  in  a few  days ; the 
mother  and  father  contracted  the  disease  from  the  child.  The 
room  stripped  by  the  father  had  been  disinfected  by  sulphur. 

SMALL-POX. 

No  case  has  occurred.  We  have  a contract  with  the 
Salford  Corporation  for  removal  to  their  hospital  of  any  case 
which  might  arise. 


CASES  REMOVED  TO  HOSPITAL. 

Fourteen  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  removed  to  hospital, 
and  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  died  in  the  hospital. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

One  case  was  notified  and  recovered  completely,  against 
two  cases  notified  in  1910.  One  of  these  ca.ses  recovered 
completely,  whilst  the  other  infant  lost  the  sight  of  one  eye. 

METHOD  OF  DEALING  WITH  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE. 

Each  case  notified  is  visited  as  early  as  possible ; isolation 
is  enjoined,  either  at  home  or  by  removal  to  Ladywell 
Sanatorium,  and  all  children  from  the  infected  home  are 
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prevented  from  attending  school  until  such  time  that  a 
certificate  of  freedom  of  the  house  from  infection  is  issued  to 
the  Schoolmaster. 

Disinfection  of  wearing  apparel,  discharges,  drains,  and 
privies  is  carried  out;  and  at  the  termination  of  the  illness 
the  room  and  its  contents  are  thoroughly  fumigated,  either 
with  sulphur  or  formaldehyde  gas,  such  articles  as  require  it  being 
submitted  to  Lyon’s  superheated  steam  disinfector,  or  destroyed 
and  compensation  granted. 

Disinfectants,  free  of  cost,  are  provided  in  each  township. 
Careful  inspection  of  the  premises  is  always  carried  out,  and 
defects,  temporal  or  structural,  are  rectified. 

A precautionary  notice  and  a list  of  suggestions  for 
preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases  is  delivered  at  the 
house  when  the  case  is  visited. 

The  case  is  frequently  visited  until  the  termination  of  the 

illness. 

If  there  is  suspicion  that  an  unrecognised  case  is  attending 
a school,  the  school  is  visited  and  the  scholars  examined.  This 
was  done  in  one  instance  with  a negative  result. 

DIPHTHEEIA  ANTITOXIN  OEDEE,  1910. 

Arrangement  was  made  for  the  supply  of  Antitoxin  in 
the  different  parts  of  the  district,  free  of  cost,  for  use  of  those 
patients  who  are  too  poor  to  pay  for  it. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Tuberculosis)  EEGULATIONS. 

Under  Tuberculosis  Eegulations,  1908,  one  case  was  notified 
and  removed  to  hospital. 

Under  Tuberculosis  Eegulations,  1911,  thi’ee  cases  wei’e 
notified. 

When  a case  comes  under  notice,  numerous  visits  are  made 
from  time  to  time,  and  a card  of  instructions  as  to  the  best  way 
of  counteracting  the  disease  is  left  at  the  house.  Disinfectants 
are  supplied  free. 
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No  arrangement  exists  with  any  special  Sanatorium  for  the 
receipt  of  cases  suffering  from  Pulmonary  1 uberculosis. 

The  accommodation  in  the  Union  Workhouse  for  the  receipt 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  30  beds  in  3 wards  for  males  only. 
No  special  accommodatio!i  exists  for  females. 

Suspicious  cases  are  placed  in  side  wards  for  observation. 

SCHOOL  CLOSURE. 

School  closure  has  not  been  necessary  during  the  year. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

This  work  is  undertaken  by  the  Lancashire  County  Educa- 
tion Authority. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  conditions  under  which  a large  proportion  of  the  milk 
is  produced  in  the  district  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

A large  number  of  the  cowsheds  are  deficient  in  cubic  space, 
ventilation  and  light,  also  in  paving  and  drainage. 

All  these  premises  have  been  visited,  and  a special  report 
was  in  preparation  by  your  late  inspector  with  a view  to  general 
action  being  taken,  and  also  to  the  adoption  of  more  modern 
bye-laws. 

This  report  is  being  completed  by  your  present  Inspector. 
WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  district,  except  a few  scattered  dwellings,  is 
supplied  by  town’s  water,  partly  by  Manchester,  and  partly  by 
Bolton. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

No.  1 Scheme,  for  the  sewering  of  the  Township  of  Davy- 
hulme,  has  now  been  completed,  so  that  the  more  densely- 
populated  parts  of  the  rural  district  are  provided  with  main 


sewers. 
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No.  2 Scheme,  for  the  same  district,  is  now  under 
consideration. 

Flixton — the  sewering  of  this  township  has  now  been 
completed,  the  sewage  being  treated  at  the  works  provided 
jointly  with  the  Urmston  Urban  District  Council. 

The  Clifton  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Clough  Sewage  Works 
and  the  United  Brook  Sewage  Works,  and  from  the  present 
quality  of  sewerage  delivering  there,  good  effluents  are  obtained. 

Should  any  alterations  take  place  in  the  sanitary  accom- 
modation of  the  houses  in  Clifton,  which  are  mostly  provided 
with  privies,  and  water  closets  substituted,  these  sewage  works 
will  have  to  be  enlarged. 

EXCEEMENT  DISPOSAL. 

In  the  Eural  District  there  are  689  privy  middens,  1,010 
water  closets,  and  63  pail  closets  and  6 waste  water  closets. 

During  the  year,  48  privy  middens  have  been  converted 
into  water  closets,  and  2 into  pail  closets. 

SPECIAL  EEPORT  ON  PRIVY  MIDDENS  AT  CLIFTON. 

The  Council  having  had  under  consideration  the  reports  of 
the  Medical  Officer,  Surveyor,  and  Inspector,  with  regard  to  the 
introduction  cf  water  closet  accommodation  in  Clifton,  to  replace 
the  present  privies  and  ashpits,  during  which  it  was  pointed 
out  (1)  that  the  population  of  the  township  is  on  the  decrease  ; 
(2)  that  there  had  been  no  recent  outbreak  of  infectious  disease 
of  any  kind  ; ard  (3)  that  the  death-rate  was  quite  as  satisfactory 
as  in  other  districts.  It  was  resolved — “ That  whilst  the 
Council  are  not  prepared  to  commit  themselves  to  the  principle 
of  dealing  with  the  privies  and  ashpits  as  a whole,  they  are,  on 
the  other  hand,  prepared  to  deal  with  each  case  on  its  merits  as 
it  may  arise. 

Since  the  Special  Report,  46  cases  have  been  brought  before 
the  Council  and  dealt  with  as  follows  : — 14  water  closets  have 
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been  provided,  2 pail  closets,  and  31  privies  have  been  repaired 
(this  included  one  additional  water  closet). 


REMOVAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

The  work  in  Clifton  and  Davyhulme  is  let  by  contract.  All 
bins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly,  and  the  ashpits  and 
privy  middens  at  least  four  times  a year. 

In  Flixton,  the  Council  only  contract  for  team  labour,  the 
ashpits,  etc.,  are  emptied  by  men  directly  employed  by  the 
Council.  In  this  township  there  is  also  a weekly  collection  of 
bins  and  pails,  whilst  the  ashpits  are  emptied  not  less  than  five 
times  a year. 

The  privy  middens  are  now  emptied  during  the  night  time 
in  Flixton. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Refuse  Tips  and  at  Farms. 

In  Barton  Moss,  where  the  occupiers  are  mostly  farmers, 
the  work  is  undertaken  by  themselves. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

One  works  for  Tallow  Melting,  in  Trafford  Park,  is  in 
operation  under  Section  112  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

The  Slaughter-houses  have  been  duly  inspected  and  found 
satisfactory. 

The  inspector  has  a special  certificate  in  meat  inspection. 

Although  only  five  in  number,  the  Slaughter-houses  are  so 
scattered  that  it  is  impossible  to  carry  out  a thorough  in.spection 
of  the  meat  or  carcases  before  the  organs  are  removed.  They 
are  visited  as  often  as  possible  at  tlie  times  of  slaughtering. 

No  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  were  found  to  be  tuber- 
culous. 
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No  action  has  been  taken  by  my  Council  or  any  other 
Authority,  acting  under  special  powers,  in  causing  dairy  cows 
in  the  district  to  be  examined  by  veterinary  surgeons. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907. 

This  Act  has  not  been  adopted. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACTS, 
1890  TO  1909. 

Under  these  Acts,  the  chief  defects  found  to  exist  were 
delapidation  and  defective  ventilation. 

Fifty-one  dwelling-houses  were  inspected ; one  was  found 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  was  closed  voluntarily,  and 
afterwards  demolished. 

One  was  overcrowded,  dirty,  and  had  no  through  ventilation. 
The  overcrowding  was  remedied,  through  ventilation  was  made, 
the  house  cleansed  and  made  fit  for  habitation. 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

The  number  of  samples  purchased  in  the  district  during  the 
year  was  fifteen.

These  samples  were  purchased  by  the  County  Police. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  workshops  and  workplaces 
has  not  called  for  any  special  action. 

Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
1890,  is  in  force  in  the  district,  the  standard  for  females  being 
1 to  20  employed ; and  for  males,  1 to  30  employed. 
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There  lire  no  cases  of  overci’owdiug,  tlie  places  on  the  legistei 
being  of  recent  construction  and  satisfactory  in  condition. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  has  arisen  in  connection  with 
any  of  the  places  on  the  register. 

One  bundled  and  twelve  visits  of  inspection  were  made 
during  the  year  to  factories  and  workshops. 

Two  breaches  of  sanitary  requirements  for  bakehouses  came 
under  notice,  and  were  remedied. 

Only  one  of  the  bake-houses  in  the  district  is  underground, 
and  it  is  in  order. 

The  Table  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  State  is  appended, 
duly  filled  in.

The  following  works  upon  highways  have  been  carried  out 
during  1911 : — 

Irlam  Eoad  (Part  of  Secondary  Road  No.  350). 

In  Irlam  Road  390  lineal  yards  of  channel  have  been 
paved  with  three  rows  of  6 inch  .setts  and  the  edging  stones  have 
been  relaid  on  the  south  side. 

A length  of  500  yards  of  macadam  (half  width  of  road)  has 
has  been  scarified,  coated  with  2 inch  macadam,  and  steam 
rolled. 
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Between  Jack  Lane  and  Townsgate  Farm  a length  of  200 
yards  of  roadway  has  been  coated,  full  width,  and  steam  rolled. 

The  cost  of  the  above  work  lias  been  £157  17s.  Od. 

WooDSEND  Road  (Fart  of  Secondary  Road  No.  351). 

In  this  road  a length  of  600  yards  of  9in.  surface  water 
drain,  with  Gin.  branches  to  gullies,  and  42  gullies  and  cast-iron 
fi’ids  have  been  put  down  at  a cost  of  £120  Is.  8d. 

Moorsiue  Road. 

In  this  road  a 9in.  surface  water  drain  has  been  laid  on  the 
south  side  of  the  road  for  a length  of  240  yards,  and  a length  of 
120  yards  of  Gin.  surface  water  drain  falling  to  Woodsend  Road, 
with  Gin.  cross  drains  and  12  new  gullies  with  cast-iron  grids,  at 
a cost  of  £56  Ss.  8d. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  road  200  lineal  yards  of  12in.  x 7in. 
kerbs,  with  a three  course  paved  channel,  have  been  laid  in 
continuation  of  the  similar  work  done  last  year,  at  a cost  of 
£62  Is.  6d. 

Flixton  Road  (Secondary  Road,  No.  352). 

In  this  road  a contract  for  flagging,  with  3ft.  wide  concrete 
flags,  2h  inches  thick,  has  been  let  to  Mr.  Jno.  McRae,  and  the 
work  is  now  in  hand. 

The  amount  of  the  contract  is  £118  10s.  Od.,  which  includes 
also  for  new  12in.  by  7in.  circular  kerbing  at  the  end  of  White- 
lake  Avenue. 

The  widening  of  Flixton  Road  along  Mr.  Spittal  s land,  and 
the  laying  of  new  12in.  by  7in.  kerb,  and  three-course  paved 
channels,  with  two  gullies  and  cast-iron  grids,  has  also  been 
carried  out  at  a cost  of  £14  for  the  land  and  £19  IGs.  6d.  for  the 
works. 

In  September  last  I submitted  a scheme  for  the  widening 
of  Flixton  Road,  near  the  end  of  Lime  Avenue,  and  negotiations 
with  the  owners  were  entered  upon  with  a view  to  obtaining  the 
necessary  land,  but,  owing  to  the  cost  being  greater  than  you 
were  willing  to  incur,  the  project  fell  through  for  the  time. 
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Private  Street  Works. 

A Local  Government  Inquiry  was  held  on  24th  February, 
1911,  at  the  Church  Schools,  Flixton,  by  Mr.  W.  0.  E.  Meade 
King,  M.Inst.C.E.,  into  the  application  for  a loan  for  Private 
Street  Works  under  Section  150  of  the  P.  H.  Act,  1875,  in  Albert 
Grove,  Victoria  Avenue,  Delainere  Koad,  and  Barnfield. 

The  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board  having  been 
received,  tenders  for  the  works  were  advertised  for  and  contracts 
entered  into  with  tlie  following  contractors : — Messrs.  Hindley 
and  Brown,  of  Patricroft,  for  Albert  Grove  and  Victoria  Avenue, 
in  the  sums  of  £310  3s.  2d.  and  £234  10s.  Od.  respectively ; 
W.  J.  Woodfine,  of  Sale,  for  Delamere  Pioad,  in  the  sum  of 
£540  Os.  7d. ; W.  H.  Worthington  Limited,  of  Manchester,  for 
Barnfield,  in  the  sum  of  £624  19s.  Od. 

These  works  have  all  been  executed,  and  the  apportionment 
of  the  costs  upon  the  frontagers  is  in  hand. 

Brook  Koad.' 

A strip  of  land  was  purchased  in  October,  1910,  from  Mr. 
J.  Morton  for  the  widening  of  Brook  Road,  the  area  being  631 
super  yards,  and  the  fences  of  the  new  houses  have  been  set 
back  to  the  new  line.  The  cost  of  this  land  was  £15. 

Efforts  to  obtain  land  from  the  Wesleyan  Chapel  Trustees 
have  been  unsuccessful  owing  to  the  heavy  price  asked.

In  this  road,  60  yards  of  new  kerbing  with  three-course 
channel  of  setts,  with  two  gullies  and  cast-iron  grids,  have  been 
laid,  and  a length  of  100  yards  of  macadam  roadway  has  been 
coated  with  macadam  and  steam  rolled,  the  cost  of  these  works 
being  £42  16s.  lid. 

Bent  Lanes. 

In  this  road,  80  lineal  yards  of  12in.  by  Tin.  kerbing,  with 
three-course  paved  sett  channel,  have  been  laid. 
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150  yards  of  the  old  edgings  and  channels  have  been  relaid, 
and  200  lineal  yards  of  roadway  have  been  coated  with  macadam 
and  steam  rolled.  The  total  cost  is  £57  17s.  2d. 

llEDCLYFFE  llOAD. 

In  Redclyfte  Koad,  150  lineal  yards  of  roadway  have  been 
coated  with  2 inches  macadam  and  steam  rolled,  at  a cost  of 
£17  12s.  Od. 


Moorside  Koad. 

In  this  road  a strip  of  land  (area,  255  super  yards),  was 
purchased  from  Mr.  Hardman  in  March  last  for  the  widening 
of  the  road  near  his  house,  the  cost  being  £51. 

The  hedge  has  been  set  back  about  15ft.  in  the  widest  part, 
new  kerbing,  12in.  by  7in.,  with  three-course  paved  channel  laid 
coextensive  with  the  widening  for  a length  of  90  yards ; the 
roadway  has  been  excavated,  ballasted,  macadamised,  and  steam 
rolled,  and  the  footpath  made  good  with  cinders,  gravel  and 
limestone  chippings,  at  a cost  of  £82  6s.  lOd. 

Crofts  Bank.  Eoad  (Part  of  Secondary  Eoad,  No.  351). 

In  this  road  a length  of  240  yards  of  new  paved  channel, 
three  courses  wide,  has  been  paved  on  the  east  side  at  a cost  of 
£38  14s.  6d. 

Davyhulme  Koad  (Part  of  Secondary  Road,  No.  351). 

A length  of  500  yards  of  roadway  has  been  coated  with 
macadam  and  steam  rolled  at  a cost  of  £150. 

Redclyffe  Road  Widening. 

By  your  instructions,  I have  prepared  a large  scale  survey 
of  the  whole  length  of  this  road  with  a view  to  its  being  widened 
to  14  yards,  and  a strip  of  land  on  the  south  side  of  the  road 
adjoining  the  garden  of  Mrs.  Hoffmann  has  been  already  agreed 
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to  be  sold  to.  you  for  the  purpose,  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
purchase  will  be  completed  at  an  early  date.  Ihe  area  is  82 
super  yards. 

Negotiations  are  in  progress  with  the  Trustees  of  Sir 
Humphrey  de  Trafford  as  to  the  land  required  from  him 
for  the  widening  on  the  north  and  east  and  west  sides. 

Havyhulme  Main  Drainage. 

These  works,  which  were  commenced  on  29th  August,  1910, 
by  Messrs.  W.  Snape  & Sons,  of  Eccles,  contractors,  are  now 
completed,  except  that  certain  leakages  of  subsoil  water  lemain 
to  be  made  good,  and  these  are  almost  completed  as  far  as 
possible. 

The  amount  of  tliis  leakage  is  less  than  that  allowed  by 
acknowledged  authorities  on  the  subject,  viz.,  | cubic  foot  per 
minute  per  mile. 

It  is  desirable,  of  course,  that  the  leakage  be  as  little  as 
possible  in  order  not  to  add  to  the  volume  to  be  pumped  at  the 
Davyhulme  Sewage  Works  by  the  Manchester  Corporation. 

The  Corporation  have  had  difficulties  in  the  construction  of 
their  pumping  plant  for  lifting  your  sewage,  but  I understand 
from  Mr.  J.  P.  Wilkinson,  their  Engineer,  that  in  a few  weeks 
they  will  be  in  a position  to  deal  with  the  sewage,  after  which 
the  connections  from  the  properties  to  the  sewers  can  begin. 

Barton  Moss. 

The  County  Highways  Committee  now  repairs  the  Main 
Pioad,  Liverpool  Eoad,  so  that  you  have  no  highways  in  this 
part  of  your  District.

During  the  past  year  considerable  repairs  to  the  paving  and 
flagging  in  Hake  Lane  and  Billy  Lane  have  been  executed,  and 
your  highways  have  been  generally  well  maintained.

Coppice  Clough  Sewage  Wokks. 

During  the  past  year  the  effluents  from  the  above  works 
have  been  fairly  satisfactory,  but  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint 
Committee  having  imposed  the  condition  that  storm  water  shall 
not  be  discharged  into  the  Storm  Culvert  until  the  flow  equals 
six  times  the  dry  weather  flow,  it  has  become  difficult  at  times  to 
treat  this  volume  of  237,330  gallons  (sewage  and  storm  water) 
in  the  present  small  settling  tank  of  5,240  gallons  capacity  and 
the  filter  beds,  and  it  has  become  necessary  to  adopt  more 
efficient  means  of  sewage  disposal. 

On  11th  January,  1911,  I reported  upon  the  Works,  and 
they  have  been  the  subject  of  your  consideration  for  some  time, 
and  by  your  instructions  I submitted  plans,  sections,  and 
estimates  in  October  last  for  new  sedimentation  and  storm  water 
tanks,  revolving  sprinkler  filter  bed,  and  reconstruction  of  your 
present  filter  beds. 

The  cost  of  the  above  works  is  estimated  at  £1,370  8s.  Od. 
On  8th  February,  1911,  I reported  upon  the  condition  of 
the  Sewers  in  the  District  as  being  satisfactory  at  that  time, 
although  some  portions  were  affected  by  colliery  settlement, 
and  becoming  somewhat  flat.

CLIFTON. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  in  this  part 
of  your  district  is  carried  out  by  contract,  and  the  work 
continues  to  be  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

A weekly  collection  of  Dust  Bins  and  Pails  is  carried  out, 
and  the  emptying  of  Privies  and  Ashpits  takes  place  at  least 
four  times  a year. 
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DAVYHULME. 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  in  this  district 
is  also  carried  out  by  contract,  and  very  few  complaints  have 
been  received  in  connection  therewith.  The  Dust  Bins  and  Pail 
Closets  are  emptied  weekly,  and  the  Ashpits  not  less  than  four 

times  a year.  , m 1 1 

No  complaints  have  been  made  with  regard  to  the  Tallow 

Melting  Works  in  Trafford  Park,  erected  under  Section  112  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  but  complaints  have  been  received 
of  two  other  works  in  Traflord  Park  emitting  offensive  effluvia  , 
one  was  in  connection  with  a Grain  Drying  Works,  and  the 
other  was  from  the  distillation  of  Yorkshire  Wool  Grease. 
Alterations  have  now  been  carried  out  at  both  these  works, 
and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  since  they  were  completed  no 
complaints  have  been  received. 

FLIXTON. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  in  this 
Township  is  carried  out  under  contract  for  team  labour,  the 
manual  work  being  done  by  men  directly  employed  by  the 
Council. 

The  work  of  emptying  the  Privies  and  Ashpits  has  since 
March  1st  been  carried  out  during  the  night  time,  and  the  work 
continues  to  be  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner,  as  evidenced 
by  the  number  of  complaints  received,  as  shown  in  Table  II.

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Fourteen  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  removed  to 
Hospital  during  the  year,  of  these  eight  were  suffering  from 
Scarlet  Fever,  five  from  Diphtheria,  and  one  from  Enteric  Fever. 

Bedding  from  33  houses  have  been  disinfected  at  Mode 
Wheel  Disinfecting  Station.  Thirty-eight  houses  have  been 
disinfected. 

The  free  distribution  of  Disinfectants  from  convenient 
centres  in  each  Township  still  continues,  a reasonable  quantity 
being  used. 

Hackney  Carriages. 

The  Hackney  Carriages  and  Drivers’  Licences  held  at 
Flixton  during  1910  were  all  renewed,  no  complaints  being 
received  in  respect  of  same. 

In  Davyhulme,  two  Taxi-cabs  and  one  Drivers’  Licence 
was  issued. 


Petroleum  Acts. 

The  Davyhulme  Committee  have  considered  and  approved 
application  for  renewal  of  Licences  as  follows  : — Motor  Spirit, 
one  works ; Petroleum  Spirit,  five  works ; Carbide  of  Calcium, 
two  works. 

These  premises  have  been  inspected  frequently  and  no 
infringement  of  the  regulations  noticed. 

Public  Lighting. 

In  Davyhulme  15  new  lamps  have  been  erected  as  follows : — 
9,  Lostock  Eoad  ; 5,  Trafford  Park  Road ; 1,  Barton  Road. 

In  Flixton  eleven  additional  lamps  have  been  erected : — 
2,  Greenfield  Terrace;  2,  Whitelake  Avenue;  2,  Southgate; 
2,  Spennithorne  Road;  1,  Western  Road;  1,  Delemere  Road; 
1,  Irlam  Road.  The  first  four  lamps  in  the  latter  road  (Flixton 
Road  end)  have  been  moved  to  better  positions. 

A new  lamp  top,  fitted  with  a double  burner,  has  been 
erected  at  the  junction  of  Bi’ook  Road  with  Flixton  Road.
